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The House Committee on Government 
Operations has been working for 
over a year on developing a statute 

which would serve as the basis for 
classification of national security 
information. This statute would be 
a substitute for E. O..11652, which 
is presently the authority for class- 
ification of information. The Office 
of Management and Budget has sent 
the Committee's latest draft to us for 
comments. The draft bill is attached 
along with a summary ! prepared to 
assist you in wading through the 
bill.
